A preliminary summary of the Holstein auction sales 
for the first six months of 1945 gives an average of 
$349.80 for 4800 head. The total sales were $1,679,050. 


This compares with an average of $346.60 for 5193 
head in the first half of 1944. A few scattering addi- 
tional reports are expected. However, on the present 


preliminary basis, the average price is up a few dollars, 
on 393 less animals. 
The first quarter of the year was up in both num- 


bers and price—(2005 head averaging $342.01. as com- 


pares with 1864 head averaging $301.61 in 1944). The 
second quarter did not quite maintain last vear’s fast 
pace. This year’s preliminary average for the quarter 


was $355.35 for 2795 head, compared to $371.79 for 
3329 head in the second quarter of 1944. The June 
1944 figures included the Royal Brentwood, the Baker 
Farm Dispersal and the Lauxmont Sale, which did not 
have comparable events this year. 

The general tone of the market has continued 


strong. and we see no reason to doubt its 
long as milk prices remain at present levels 

Indications are that numbers sold this fall will ex- 
ceed even last year’s busy season. A considerably larger 
number of sale dates are listed thus early. Just what 
effect the current travel restrictions will have is prob- 
lematical, but we do not anticipate that breeders who 
are*in the market to buy will be staying home on that 
account.

Statistics on Farm Accidents 

Next wéek—July 22-28—has been proclaimed as 
National Farm Safety Week. The importance of this 
subject to farm people is high-lighted by the following 
Statistics furnished by the National Safety Council— 
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An average of 45 farm people die in the United 
States every day as a result of accidents. 


About 16,000 members of farm households are ac- 
cidentally killed and 1,500,000 injured each year. 


The frequency of accidental deaths at work on the 


farm is 1% times the all-industry average. A farm- 
ers chance of being killed at work is 50% greater than 
his fellow worker in the average industry. 

Each of the 7,000,000 farm families in the United 
States has almost one chance in five of suffering from 
an injury to some member of the family in 1945. 

Principal causes of farm accidents are machinery, 
livestock and falls. 

We urge each reader to take stock next week of the 
potential accident-producing conditions on his own farm, 
and then take steps to correct them as far as possible.

PERTINENT PRODDING 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

May I do a little prodding in the leg matter? 

‘‘Legs’’ read backwards makes no sense whatever, but 
every stockman is sensible of the fact that legs are an 
important item of an animal’s equipment and that a good 
underpinning can materially prolong the cradle to grave 
span of a cow’s life, or that of a bull, for that matter. 
The question agitating some of us after reading page 13 
of the Judging Manual is how straight may the hind legs 
safely be? So disturbed was I over the dire consequences 
for over straight legs predicted by the Manual, that fear- 
ful that they may be applicable to humans as well, I took 
to walking with slightly bended knees on the principle 
that a sickle hock was better than swollen hocks and 
weak pasterns. However, that proved an awkward form 
of locomotion and besides it looked funny. Moreover, 
the comments on this point by Mr. Clapp, who apparently 
retains an open mind on the straight legs issue, were 
sufficiently reassuring that I have again resumed a nor- 
mal gait and people no longer point. 

All of which, I apprehend adds nothing constructive 
tc the controversy and I fear I am one of those “‘students”’ 
referred to on said page 13, thusly: “Faults in leg con- 
formation seem to be most difficult for students to rec- 
ognize and appraise”’. 

More interesting, than these rambling observations, 
would be the remarks on this head by keen breeders and 
accredited judges with their trained eyes in the Reader’s 
Column of the World. Won’t someone pick up the ball 
thrown into the ring by Howard Clapp and toss it around 
a bit?

The Honor List Sires 


Governor of Carnation and his son, Carnation Sunny- 
slope Governor, were well out in front of the pack on 
the list of Honor Sires for 1944, according to the World 
point system, explained by the table at the bottom of 
page 31 of our July 7 issue. ‘‘Governor,’’ who sired 
the top five Class 4X aged cows of the year in the 
yearly division, was first with 241 points, and his son, 
who sired among others the leading individual point 
winner of the year, N P Becky Beauty Carnation with 
53 points, was a good second, with a total of 221 points. 
This Carnation-bred bull has been used extensively in 
the North Platte substation herd as well as by R. H. 
Jandebeur of North Platte, Neb. and both herds con- 
tributed to his high Honor List standing. 

Other sires scoring over 100 points were the Win- 
terthur sire, Posch Ormsby Fobes 14th, (145) the 
U.S.D.D. sire, Douglas Buttercup Hark (139) and the 
Mallary-Tyler sire, Montvic Posch Rag Apple (102). 

Naturally Governor and his Nebraska son were far 
out in front as sire and son with a total of 462 points. 
Six other Governor sons made the Honor List to give 
the family group the imposing total of 624 points for 
sire and seven sons. In second place was Dunloggin 
Woodmaster with six sons for a total of 148 points. 

Governor of Carnation also heads the two leading 
three-generation groups, both through his son, Carna- 
tion Governor Imperial. Four other three-generation 
groups are headed by another former Carnation herd 
sire, Sir Inka May, one of these through Sir Piebe Inka 
May Fayne, the other three through Carnation Peer- 
less. Matador Segis Ormsby heads two such groups, both 
through his son, Carnation Mistland Ormsby, and Carna- 
tion Peerless heads one through Carnation Peerless 
Creamelle. The only four-generation group of Honor 
List Sires we were able to locate on the 1944 list was 
headed by Sir Inka May.

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With the Inspectors

[ had recently t#»e great pleasure 
of accompanyirs Inspector Ward 
Stevens on a ‘rip to New Jersey for 


the classification of two important 
breeding herds in that state. We 


wert down a day early to include the 
new Jersey State Sale in the itin- 
erary. That event is being separately 
reported. In passing, we would com- 
ment that it appeared to be a satis- 
factory sale of a fair cross section of 
the breeder herds of the state. There 
was quite a proportion of young ani- 
mals and they sold well. The associ- 
ation is performing a worthwhile 
service with the annual events. 

In the morning we had the great 
pleasure of a visit to Joe Canby’s 
Greenwood Farm, across the line into 
Pennsylvania. Paul Misner met us 
at Trenton, together with Louis Po- 
krass of Maple Haven, who came over 
on the same train from New York. 
Joe Natwick also met us later in the 
day. He still retains a keen interest 
in Holstein affairs. Since his sale 
two years ago, Joe Canby has been 
taking things a little easier. He has 
accumulated a few very choice Hol- 
steins in addition to his key selec- 
tions from the Dunloggin dispersal. 
The “main herd’? now consists of 
seven cows. Perhaps the highest 
stars are Dunloggin Confident Queen 
and Dunloggin Design’s Queen, the 
two daughters of Dunloggin Mistress 
Queen, sired respectively by Dunlog- 
gin Confident and Dunloggin Design. 
They are two of the most outstanding 
young cows of the breed. Both are 
due in early summer and Joe plans 
to have Harry Strohmeyer over at 


that time. Then there is a fresh 2- 


year-old daughter of Dunloggin 
Woodsman (his first to freshen). 
out of Dunloggin Confident Adeen 
(Adeen’s daughter by Confident). 


She is a honey, and testing 5% on 
first test, with lots of milk. She has 


a baby heifer calf by Dunloggin Su- 
preme, the Canby herd sire, by 
Golden Cross and out of Mistress 
Queen. Then there is a bred 2-year- 


old by Dunloggin Golden Cross from 
Mistress Charlotte, who is doing a 
lot of business in the Nisbet herd in 
Ohio; another of the same age by 
Woodmaster himself, from Dunlog- 
gin Adormsby. A recent purchase is 
a very promising young cow by a son 
of Admiral Lauxmont, and finally a 


grand old dairy matron, New York 
bred, that was reserved when the 
herd was sold in 1943. That’s it— 


except for a few purchased yearling 
heifers at pasture, including four 
trom Bill Moscrip. A pair of reg- 
istered Belgian mares, recently pur- 
chased from Michigan State College, 
and both due to foal almost immedi- 
ately, were an impressive addition to 
the Greenwood livestock. 

Overbrook 

Art Curren brought us home to 
Overbrook from the sale, calling en 
route at the Mooie Belle Farm of 
Picot & KEickele, Three _ Bridges, 
where a Dunloggin Design founda- 
tion is becoming established. After 
a bounteous supper with the Kee- 
ney’s, which was waiting for us, we 
gave the herd a quick once over un- 
der the lights. 

Dunloggin Design now has 82 
daughters in production and they 
still have over 100 of his daughters 
at Overbrook, counting the calves. 
The old fellow is still in regular 
service. Three of his sons — Marks- 
man, Markmaster and Foremost De- 
sign are working along with him. 
The Double-Designers show up very 
pleasingly. As a production group, 
from top to bottom, there are few

tined for high place in breed history. 

Mark Keeney was not at all con. 
cerned about the fact that they 
missed the 500-lb. mark for their 7 
herd average last year. The figure of 
479.5 lbs. fat, 13178 lbs. milk, 3.64% 
for 73 cows on 3X requires no apol- 
ogy — except that it is the first time 
in ten years that the herd average has 
missed 500 Ibs. Mark blames it ep. 
tirely on war-time difficulties in feeq 
and labor. They are back on the 
beam again for the current year, 

The next day — with a pouring 
rain in progress all day long — Ward 
went to work on the classification 
with the animals in the stanchions. 
Leo Blanding was,yon hand and did 
the clerking. A few guests dropped 
in during the day — Profs. Jack 
Bartlett and Carl Bender, Mason 
‘ampbell, Austin Backus, en route 
home from the Trenton Sale, and a 
few local breeders. 

The program here is to have an 
inspection each year, covering the 
heifers that have freshened and be- 
come eligible since the previous in- 
spection, plus any that Mark and 
Art and Neil feel might have deyvel- 
oped to improve their previous rat- 
ing. The day’s work according 
brought out 5 V.G., 28 G.P., and 10 
G. There are now in the herd 107 
classified animals, with an average 
score of 83.22, made up as follows: 4 

5 Excellent 

32 Very Good 
52 Good Plus 
18 Good 

In this group the 79 offspring of 
Design average 82.3, but there are 2) 
or more of these that are heifer 
classifications, and should move high- 
er as they gain maternity. 

N. J. Experiment Station Herd 

As soon as we had finished at 
Overbrook, Carl Bender took us it 
the rain to Beemerville, in Sussex 
County, meeting en route for supper 
another carload Jack Bartlett was 
piloting, including inspectors Elder 
and Miller, Hod Norton, There was 
considerable deprecatory talk about 
the primitive conditions in the “cot- 
tage’ where we were to spend the 
night. Upon arrival, of course, Wé 
found a veritable palace, the former 
summer home of Mr. Turner, the 
millionaire who donated this prop 
erty to the State as an agricultural 
experimental station. Under Jack 
Bartlett’s direction, they have beet 
developing for the past ten years and 
more, a high-test breeding exper! 
ment, close breeding the blood 0 
Ormsby Sensation 45th, with results 
that have established a distinctive 
“New Jersey breeding program” 0 
far-reaching consequence. 

A new project of special interest 
has now been started. Every 8 
months a committee of official 
spectors will go over the whole herd, 
just as though for an initial classi 
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fication. At each inspection every 
animal will be weighed, measured, 
and photographed. This should pro- 
yide some valuable data on changes 
in animal form with development, 
advancing age, and different stages 
of lactation. It is planned to have 
the work done each time by a com- 
mittee of three inspectors, who will 
pe rotated with at least one different 
inspector each time. An official in- 
spection was made last fall by In- 
spector Miller. All young heifers 
over 6 months old are also given a 
preliminary rating as a matter of 
record to see how closely calf and 
heifer type may forecast later devel- 
opment. The measurements taken 
are height at withers, heart girth, 
width at hips and pins, length from 
hips to pins, and height at hips and 
tail head. Depth of body will also 
be recorded. 

In the morning we loaded in for 
the Beemerville unlit, where the 
main herd is located, a distance of 
several miles from the “cottage’’. 
There Herdsman Eddie Shuart had 
an indoor auditorium nicely ar- 
ranged, with seats for visitors, which 
now included Harold Shaw and Prof. 
Gordon Cairn of Maine, and quite a 
contingent of New Jersey breeders, 
including Peter Van Nuys, Charlie 
Davis and Son, Prof. Enos Perry and 
others. Eddie presented the well- 
trained animals on the halter. 


The procedure was for each in- 
spector to work independently, with 
his own clerk, and then a consoli- 
dated record was kept by Hod Nor- 
ton. At the conclusion of the. day’s 
scoring there was but one animal 
upon which there was disagreement 
—in other words which failed to get 
a majority vote of at least 2 to 1 
for the same rating. 


The 56 animals rated had a gen- 
eral average score of 82.3. They in- 
cluded 1 Excellent; 17 V.G.; 24 G.P.; 
14 G. The inspectors in general were 
in very close agreement, Elder’s plac- 
ings averaging 82.8; Miller’s 82.1 
and Stevens’ 82.0. My observation 
is that all of the inspectors are more 
severe at least in the two top brack- 
ets than was the practice a few years 
ago. A cow making the V.G. score 
now has to be a very real one, and 
Many are staying in that bracket 
which were formerly given the top 
rating of Excellent. We think that 
is as it should be. 


The battery of herd sires makes an 
impressive (and noisy) showing. Old 
Conqueror (N.J.E.S. Sensation Char- 
lot Conqueror) is the king-pin of 
the outfit today. He is an inbred 
son of “45th” and has a 2X index 
of 580 lbs., 4.35% of 23 pairs. The 
top females of the herd both in type 
and production are found among his 
daughters. Two of his sons, one of 
them inbred, are also in service. 
There are likewise two sons of 
“Chief’ (N.J.E.S. Sensation Bess 
Ormsby Chief), of which “Fame”, 
out of a 45th daughter impressed me 
most. The whole milking herd was 
mM wonderfully fine, healthy condi- 
lon, a real tribute to Eddie Shuart’s 


Norton brought from the offiee to 
present. It showed a 2X average of 


452.9 lbs. fat, 12056 lbs. milk, 3.8%. 
placing 10th in the United States for 
herds of over 50 head. 

The heifers were gone over the 
second morning. These are raised 
largely by the roughage method, and 
were not large for age. The older 
cows, several weighing 1700 pounds 
and better, were all raised this way. 
The growth studies should reveal 
whether it is more economical to 


grow young stock by the roughage 
method, or whether high concen- 
trated feeding is advantageous. 

By courtesy of Prof. Carl Bender 
we Were delivered back to the main- 
line at New Brunswick, from which 
point we quickly reached New York 
City, and made connections with the 
New York Cental for the 6-hour ride 
back to Syracuse. Bn route Ward 
gave me a thorough leggon in the art 
of playing Pitch, as Placticed at Liv- 
erpool, New York.

Abegweit Milady 448876, is just 
announced by the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of Canada as the new 
world’s champion over all ages and 
classifications in the 305-day divi- 
sion, with a junior four-year-old 305- 
day record on 3X of 1085 lbs. fat 


from 24,939 lbs. milk, average test 
4.35%. Bred and developed by Hon- 
J. Walter Jones, Charlottetown, 


Prince Edward Island, Canada, she 
replaces as world’s champion 305- 
day producer another great Canadian 
who as it happened also made her 
record as a four-year-old on 3X, 
Canary Korndyke Alecartra with 1080 
lbs. fat, made in the herd of B. H. 
Thompson, Moose Jaw, Sask. 

The new champion qualified by 
dropping a bull calf just 36 hours 
inside the 400-day deadline for the 
305-day division in Canada. The 
calf, named Abegweit Milord, is sired 
by Abegweit Capitaine, a grand 
champion son of famed Abegweit 
Sparkee, now a Curtiss Candy star, 
he sired by Man O-War Tritomia, 
well-proven son of Man-O-War 62d 
from a twice 840-lb. daughter of 
Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby. His dam, 
both granddams and one great-grand- 
dam are graded *Excellent and two 
other great granddams are Gold 
Medal. His two granddams are *Ex- 
cellent daughters of taymondale 
Abegweit Chieftain and one of his 
great granddams is a Gold Medal 
daughter of the same sire. 

Abegweit Milady was born Jan. 20, 
1940, in the Jones herd, a daughter 
of Abegweit Saladin (XX) from 
Abegweit Lady Monck, an *Excellent 
daughter of Raymondale Abegweit 
Chieftain from a Gold Medal dam. 
Her sire, Abegweit Saladin, is a 
proven son of Abegweit Maximus 
(XX) from Abegweit Widow, a Gold 
Medal cow with records up to 849 
Ibs. fat and testing well over 4% 
every year, she a daughter of Ray- 
mondale Abegweit Chieftain from the 
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Gold Medal cow, Abegweit Lady 
Frances, with records up to 786 lbs. 
fat, she the maternal granddam of 
Sparkee. 

As a junior 2-year-old on 3X, Mi- 
lady made 520 lbs. fat from 13,939 
Ibs. milk, 3.73%, and came right 
back as a junior 3-yr.-old to break 
the world’s record for that age in the 
305 day division on 3X with 816 Ibs. 
fat from 19,743 lbs. milk, 4.13%. 
Now at her third calving as a junior 
4-yr.-old, she has come back with 
another world’s record, this one for 
all ages and classifications. 


Her first calf was a bull, Abegweit 
Leatherneck 153006, born Feb. 7, 
1942, and sired by Abegweit King- 
pin, a double grandson of Raymon- 
dale Abegweit Chieftain, his five 
nearest dams all Gold Medal cows. 
This Leatherneck bull is now owned 
by F. C. Whitney, Llion, N. Y. On 
May 3, 1943, she dropped another 
son, Abegweit Showdown, now owned 
by J. J. E. MceCague, Alliston, Ont. 
This bull is sired by Count Path- 
finder Kerk, a grand champion son of 
Montvic Pathfinder 10th. At her 
third calving at the age of only 4 
years, 123 days, she produced her 
first and only daughter to date, Abeg- 
weit Blondie, sired by Abegweit Pre- 
ceptor, son of Abegweit Kingpin from 
a daughter of Sparkee. Her fourth 
calf is young Milord, born June 24, 
1945, when she was but 5 years, 155 
days of age. 

As a 2-yr.-old, Abegweit Milady 
was graded Good Plus which is the 
highest rating allowed in Canada for 
a first calf heifer. Shortly after 
dropping her second calf she was 
re-graded and moved up to *Excel- 
lent, which is the highest rating in 
Canadian Selective Registration. 

It is interesting to note that in the 
first six months of 1945, Canadian 
Holsteins have broken three world’s 
records over all ages, on 2X, 3X and 
4X respectively. First was Doncrest

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Kansas Black and White Shows 


68 Exhibitors Show 262 Head—By G. RAYMOND 


APPLEMAN, Fieldman 


The veteran Holstein men of Kan- 
sas have felt for many years that a 
considerable amount of the progress 
that has been made with Holsteins 
in Kansas could be credited to the 
Black and White shows, held within 
the nine districts of Kansas. The 
war, with its labor shortages, etc., 
had cut our shows down to where 
more than one man was worrying 
about the day when the B and W 
shows could be brought back. We do 
not need to worry, as six of the nine 
jistricts staged their shows this 
year and most of them were above 
prewar quality, even though they 
were lacking somewhat in quantity 
of cattle shown. I believe, however, 
that we had about the same number 
of exhibitors as in prewar days. Six- 
ty-eight exhibitors showed 262 head 
of cattle under the Danish system 
of judging, as has been the custom 
in Kansas. 

After having various types of 
judges during the years, including 
the farmer-breeder judge, it was de- 
cided to invite in a competent man 
from a neighboring state — sort of 
a good-neighbor policy. Our good 
friend, Scott Meyer of Hannibal, Mo., 
was selected, and consented to judge 
four of the shows. In all the years 
of the B and W shows, I have never 
known the boys to be more satisfied 
and pleased with the judging than 
this year. Robert Romig, one of our 
outstanding retired breeders who is 
retaining his enthusiasm for Hol- 
steins, did an equally pleasing job on 
the other two shows. 

The two largest shows were the 
West-Central Kansas Shows at Great 
Bend, and the North-Central Kansas 
Show at Marysville, which had 60 
and 50 head, respectively, in the ring. 
It is doubtful, however, if any of 
the districts had more high class an- 
imals throughout the various classes 
than did the Arkansas Valley Show 
at Newton. The real highlight of the 
entire week came in the West-Central 
District Show at Great Bend, when 
Judge Scott Meyer was confronted 
with a problem consisting of five 
really great cows. Scott was quite 
impressed and as he gave his reasons, 
he made so many fine statements 
about these cattle that the local 
boys felt quite proud of their show- 
ing. All five cows won Blue Ribbons 
and at that time the number 1 cow, 
Lawnwood Marathon Rosetta, owned 
by Frank Finkelstein, had already 
been officially classified excellent. A 
few days later both the second and 
third place cows were officially made 
excellent by classified Clair I. Miller. 
They were Pawnee Carol Star Colan- 
tha and Pay Line Tess, owned by B. 
C. Unruh and Sons, and R. L. Evans. 
The fourth and fifth place cows, 
Which were.good enough to head 
host of the B and W Shows, are 
owned by G. F. Koch and Sons and 
by Ancil L. Thode. It is interesting 
0 note that all three of these excel- 


lent cows have 2X records above 500 
lbs. fat and that the Dick Evans’ 
cow has a 3X record of 838 lbs. fat 
and a life-time record of 4,605.4 lbs. 
fat. 

Judge Meyer felt that these cows 
could have taken care of themselves 
at any state fair. 


Jim Linn and Ray Stover, Kansas 
Dairy Extension Specialists, took 


turns at attending the shows and 
helped with the judging contests and 
other details. There was a total of 
more than more than 2000 people in 
attendance at the shows. Judging 
contests were staged at all the shows 
for both adults and juniors. About 
300 juniors took part in the judging 
contests and 250 adults. 

Kansas is rather proud of its war- 
time B and W Shows, but looks for- 
ward to the day when labor and 
transportation will not prohibit the 
holding of nine shows with a possible 
900 head of cattle.

SOME QUESTIONS ON VAC- 
CINATION 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 


How these doctors (veterinarians) 
disagree! If mere herd owners are 
puzzled, it is not to be wondered at. 
I have just finished reading Dr. 
Conn’s article on Bang’s control in 
the July 7 issue, and also reviewing 
his articles in previous issues as 
as well as Dr. West’s “In Defense of 
the Blood Test’’. 

Dr. Conn seems to be arguing that 
if all heifer calves were vaccinated, 
Bang’s disease could be eradicated 
-within a few years, but I would like 
to say that it doesn’t work out that 
way in Maine. They are more likely 
to eradicate cows, the way it is 
handled here. Our state veterinar- 
ians encourage us to have our calves 
vaccinated —- they urge it and will 
furnish the vaccine and vaccinate 
them free of charge if they are test- 
ing cows in the neighborhood. Buj 
they do not say much about the fact 
that about 20% of those vaccinated 
fail to become negative within 18 to 
20 months. Perhaps these are the 
borderline cases Dr. West refers to, 
but 20% seems quite a lot to me. 

If the vaccinated heifer fails to be- 
come negative within 18 or 20 
months from time of vaccination. 
she is then condemned and ordered 
to be slaughtered. If the owner re- 
fuses to have her slaughtered, he is 
said to be uncooperative and his farm 
is quarantined, which means that he 
can’t sell an animal from his herd 
except for beef. The fact that he 
never has had a Bang’s reactor, ex- 
cept a vaccinated reactor, is not con- 
sidered worthy of consideration. I 
know of at least five cases of this 
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kind and they are in widely separ~ 
ated areas. 

Dr. Conn said that it has been 
proved time and again that there is 
no danger either to the vaccinated 
calf or to any other cattle associating 
with it. I wonder if he can tell me 
why such a calf is safe to have 
around for 18 months and then sud- 
denly becomes so dangerous that it 
must be slaughtered if it has failed 
to become negative. Also what about 
some of the older animals that were 
vaccinated 6 or 7 years ago, or when 
they first began the program, and 
now seem to be losing their immun- 
ity or at least some of them are 
showing a suspicious or a positive 
titre. These are the only ones in the 
herd having a positive titre. These 
are the only ones in the herd having 
a positive titre but our state path- 
ologist considers them dangerous. If 
they are dangerous, it would seem to 
be the vaccination that makes them 
so. I would like to hear more about 
this.

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Extension Policy Committee 


The Extension Program of the Na- 
tional Association is the avenus of 
personal contact between the Associ- 
ation and its members. It is well, 
therefore, periodically, to take stock 
and make sure it is doing the things 


which the members would like to 
have it do. At its meeting last De- 
cember the Board authorized such a 


current study to be made and ap- 
pointed a strong committee to do the 
job. The Committee, which was 
known as the Extension Policy Com- 
mittee, was composed of Finance 
Chairman Albert B. Craig, Chairman, 


Pres. W. S. Moscrip, Secretary, H. 
W. Norton, Jr., Extension Director 
Glen M. Householder, Directors J. 


Homer Remsberg, (chairman of Ex- 
tension Committee) and D: W. Mc- 
Laury and M. D. Buth of the Execu- 
tive committee. 
The Committee held three regional 
meetings at which spokesmen repre- 
senting organized state Holstein 
groups were invited to present their 
views on specific questions and to 
volunteer additional suggestions and 
comments on matters of National Ex- 
tension policy. These meetings were 
held at Philadelphia, Salt Lake City 
and Aurora, Ill. Travel expenses of 
accredited state Association repre- 
sentatives were paid to the appropri- 
ate regional meeting. 
A careful record was 
discussisons and recommendations. 
The committee then prepared find- 
ings on the basis of the information 
thus gathered. The complete report 
and findings were then presented to 
the Board of Directors at its meeting 
in Cleveland in June, where it was 
approved with minor ammendments. 
Copies of the complete report have 
been mailed to all state presidents 
and secretaries, and a limited addi- 
tional supply is available to other in- 
terested breeders upon request to the 
Brattleboro office. The length of the 
complete report prohibits publication 
of the complete text in the World, 
but we are sure our readers will be 
especially interested in the Find- 
ings, which are here presented. 
FINDINGS OF COMMITTEE 

]1. Need for Coordination of Exten- 
sion Work Under Direction of Na- 
tional Extension Office. 

All extension activities should be 
closely supervised by the Director of 
Extension Service. It should be his 
duty to direct the activities in all 
states. including those working on 
the state allotment basis as well as 
those in which the work is super- 
vised by national fieldmen. This will 
require spending a very considerable 
portion of his time in the Brattleboro 
office laying out the program of work 
for the various states, systematizing 
it for efficient and economical execu- 
tion and administering the entire pro- 
gram through the state and national 
field force. His principal capacity 
should be executive and administra- 
tive, spending time in the field only 
on the more important phases of the 
work such as organizing the pro- 
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grams of the states, demonstrating 
presentation of work projects when 
first introduced into the territory, 
and in training newly appointed field- 
men. The employment of a fieldman 
at large will make this possible. 

Each state should adopt the na- 
tional program, placing varying 
emphasis on the different phases to 
best suit the needs within the state. 
Each state organization should devel- 
op strong district, county or local 
asssociations to carry out the work 
program under supervision of the 
state fieldman, if an allotment state, 
or the national fieldman in charge of 
the area. The fieldman will assist in 
organizing the various groups and in 
selection of committees who will 
carry out the program in coopera- 
tion with the individual breeders. He 
will keep in close contact with these 
local units to see that the projects 
are properly set up and carried 
through to completion; but in the 
final analysis the details of the pro- 
gram and the contacts with individ- 
ual breeders and prospective breed- 
ers must be handled locally, while 
the time of the fieldman is devoted 
principally to organization and fol- 
low-up work. Information offered 
this committee shows that in too 
many cases the local breeders are re- 
lying on the fieldman to look after 
these details. 


One particularly important phase 
ot the program is keeping a close 
check on activities of legislative and 
governmental control agencies deal- 
ing with the industry and its products 
and competing products. This re- 
quires careful organization in every 
state and close coordination with the 


national office so that prompt 
and effective action may be taken 
throughout the country whenever 


measures detrimental to the industry 
are pending in the Congress, state 
legislatures, marketing control agen- 
cies or boards of health. Delays in 
such cases may be disastrous and an 
organization of ‘“‘minute men” in 
the various states who can be 
pressed into immediate service should 
be ready at all times. 


More time should be devoted to 
study of research in the dairy field 
by state and government research 
workers in order that the very latest 
information may be available for 
use in improving the extension pro- 
gram. Continuous study of the liter- 
ature relating io dairy cattle breed- 
ing and production and marketing of 
dairy products should be kept up at 
all times. 

Close coordination of our exten- 
sion program with the dairy exten- 
sion program of the state and federal 
governments is very important. Co- 
operation with state and county ex- 
tension workers in all phases of the 
program is essential for best results 
and their cooperation should be se- 
cured at every possible opportunuity.

1. Breed Improvement; Breeding

Encourage all Holstein-Friesiay 
breeders to adopt a sound breeding 
program based on: 

(a) Guarding the health of the 
herd. Full cooperation with state ang 
federal authorities in the disease eop- 
trol programs is most important. 

b) Continuous production testing 
of the entire herd on a year after 
year basis. The Herd Improvement 
Test, because of permanence and 
availability of records, is _ recom- 
mended. 

c) Official classification of the 
herd at least every other year as q 
basis for selection for type improye- 
ment. 

d) Great care in selection of herd 
sires. The necessity for careful study 
of bloodlines with reference to type 
and producing ability of all closely 
related animals can hardly be over- 
estimated. 

(e) Breeding and_ selection for 
higher butterfat percentage with in- 
creased production. A breed average 
of 3.7% fat would be more desirable 
for the Holstein-Friesian breed. Eyi- 
dence presented showed the butter- 
fat content of milk in the markets of 
this country had a range of 3.5 to

4.2%, with an average of possibly 
3.7%. It is therefore urged that the 


butterfat average of the breed be 
raised so as to meet this average mar- 
ket demand. Wherever in any of our 
rules there is a butterfat minimum 
that the same be made 3.3%. 

(f) Selection for regularity of 
breeding and for greater longevity 
to develop a type of cow capable of 
standing the strain of heavy produc- 
tion through a long period of years. 
Great lifetime production is the ulti- 
mate objective. 

(g) Selective Registration, Many 
breeders believe that we should adopt 
a program of selective registration 
and the committee recommends that 
this subject be made a topic for study 
and discussion by all state, county, 
and regional associations during the 
coming year. 

2. Merchandising the Product. 

(a) Prepare and have available 
to breeders in each marketing area, 
milk price formulae which will insure 
a price structure for the purchase of 
milk which will not discriminate 
against Holstein milk. Inasmuch as 
such negotiations are with local pur- 
chasers or authorities, the local 
dairyman must be the party to con- 
duct such negotiations. It is the ob- 
ligation of the local breeder to call 
on the National Association when as- 
sistance is needed. In the Pacific 
Coast and Rocky Mountain States, 
milk is purchased so much per pound 
fat, no consideration being given 0 
milk solids not fat. With the pres- 
ent high price of fat, the Holstein 
dairyman is severely discriminated 
against. Until such time as this price 
structure is corrected, very little can 
be done to really promote Holstem 
interest in this area. 
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(b) It is not the function of the 
Association to promote breed milk 
as such. That belongs to the dairy- 
man producing the milk and he 
should pay the cost assessed on the 
milk so marketed. Inasmuch as 
market milk is predominantly from 
the Holstein cow, we urge full co- 
operation with the established agen- 
cies promoting increased consump- 
tion of milk and dairy products and 
their financial support by the dairy- 
man.

Use ten activities which are re- 
corded officially in the office, includ- 
ing: registrations, transfers, active 
members, new members, new buyers, 
breeders testing for Advanced Reg- 
istry, breeders testing for Herd Im- 
provement Registry, herds officially 
classified, state association members, 
and new Junior Members. Other ac- 
tivities such as Black and White 
Shows, meetings held, showing at 
fairs, 4-H Club Shows, etc., would be 
g00d items for consideration but 
there is no official record of such ac- 


tivities and it would be difficult to 
obtain the necessary data. 


Average the figures for each of 
these ten items as listed above for 
the years 1941, 1942, and 1943, for 
each state as the base. Then use the 
percentage of 1944 to base as the 
measure of each item and the aver- 
age of the ten percentage figures as 
the activity index for the state dur- 
ing 1944 as compared to the three- 
year base period. In this way the 
activity within the state may be 
measured for any single year in com- 
parison with the base period and the 
state activity may be compared with 
the activity in other states or with 
the general activity of the entire 
ecuntry for the same year.
